The Post cor- 
respondent reached Houston last night, 
after a hurried visit to Galveston. I' 
looked to him as if the city was one 
great wreck, with anywhere from 400 lo 
1500 deaths. The greatest suffering is 
from lack of water. A relief party, car- 
rying water and other supplies in boats, 
left here this morning, but no word has 
been received from it. Houston is dread- 
lag to hear the fall details of tho disas- 
ter in Galveston, for it must be the 
saddest for years, even from a conserva- 
tive view. This is a brief outline of all 
we have been able to secure about the 
Situation up to this time.

FAST SPEED IN A FOG. 


Strain on the Nerves of 


<jl IC*iirer»N Trains. 


A railroad engineer, referring to a pub- 


lished story of the strain upon the nerves 
of pilots of Long Island sound steamers 
in dense fogs, said to a reporter: "I just 
wish yon would say for the engineers: 
They don't have a very easy time in such 
weather."

foggy nights the engineers of the fast 
trains, and, for that matter, the slow 
onus, endured a strain that would sicken 
many a man. They sit on the hard little 
perch provided for them, rushing aloug, 
often at a pace of 50 miles an hour or 
more. Under them the huge mass of iron 
liinl steel trembles and throbs, us nervous 
as a woman and twice us skittish. 


It is impossible to see ten feet ahead of 


the engine, aud the signal lights, be they 
red or white, are only visible as they are 
passed by. A misplaced switch would 
mean a disaster horrible to contemplate. 
Thi'So men know all this, and still they 
are obliged to sit there with a hand on 
the Uirottle, ready at any minute to shut 
off hteam and stop the enormous hulk of 
plunging metal. 


"I have been running on fast trains 


uow for ton years," said the engineer in 
winding up his story, "and every time 1 
get on my engine to take my train I say 
to myself that it will be for the hist time, 
but somehow I always come again. It is 
not the danger which attracts me, for 1 
know too well the results of a slip or a 
mistake, but somehow or other I cannot 
give it up. When 1 get old, I will be 
put to running some freight train and 
then will probably die in a s,mashup, 
after having taken one of the fastest 
trains in the country over 125 miles of 
track day in and dry out. Still, I cannot 
give it up."

little sack of poison attached to it. 
We 


need nut wonder that it is difficult to be 
withdrawn when we read the account 
of the shape o" the sting-ol the bee. 


The stins of the hoe is not, as it might 


appear to the naked eye, a. mere lance 
or a hayonpt. It is in truth something 
much more formidable, rather resembling 
thos-e frightful engines of 
destruction 


which the common consent of civilized 
nations has excluded from the practice 
of modern warfare. la a word, the little 
instrument known 
as 
"the sting" is, 


found wheu magnified to be the sheath 
in which the true sting lies concealed, al- 
though the whole outers the wound when 
the attack is made. The piercing appara- 
tus itself is, however, dou_ble, being com- 
posed of two long darts, which are pine, 
ed side by side, so as to form a lance, 
nnd. being furnished by suitable muscles, 
they nru forcibly protruded from. thx 
sheath when required for attack or de 
fensc. 


If we employ a tolerably high micro- 


scopic power to examine tho points of 
these darts, wo shall lind them to be 
barbed, each piercer being furnished OB 
one side with eight teeth, and as they 
are so placed when in use that th» 
smooth edges are in juxtaposition yoa 
will perceive that they then constitute a 
single formidable barbed spcsir similar 
to one of those primitive weapons ot war- 
fare employed by the savage inhabitants 
of various countries that you will no 
donbt often have met in museums or col- 
lections of ethnological curiosities. 


You will now perceive what n formida- 


ble weapon the sting must bo whon di- 
rected by the bee ngninst an insect of its 
own size, nnd nfter examining its barbed 
points you will easily understand, too, 
how it happens that when tlie little 
belligerent manages to penetrate your 
own skin it should be compelled to leave 
ltd sting behind.

Tic Story of the Buttle ot Mobile 


Bay, In WbI«*J» the Great Admiral 
FearlcKulj- Sailed Over the ailuen 
Planted In tho Harbor. 


On the night of Aug. 4,1804, the Union 


fleet rode at anchor outside the harbor of 
Mobile. The defenses of the bay were 
formidable nnd carefully devised. 
The 


only deep water channel for the passage 
of ships lay directly under the guns of 
Fort Morgan, the waters of the bay be- 
ing for the most part shallow. Across 
the entrance, from Fort Gaines to the 
edge of the deep channel, the Confeder- 
ates had driven a double line of stakes and 
In the channel itself they sunk a triple 
row of torpedoes acd submarine mortar 
batteries. 


Within the harbor and above Fort Mor- 


gan lay the Confederate fleet, command- 
ed by Admiral Buchanan. Consisting'of 
three gunboats and the ironclad ram 
Tennessee. It was small in point of num- 
ber, but formidable from the strength of 
the Tennessee, an improvement on the 
Merrimac and the most powerful ironclad 
constructed in the south. 


Against this array of forts, vessels and 


submarine mines, Admiral Farrngut com- 
manded a fleet of 21 wooden vessels and 
four monitors. 


Every preparation having been made for 


the approaching battle, Admiral Farra- 
gut, 
in the silent watches of the nigfct, 


went below into his cabin, as Nelson had 
done before him at Trafalgar, and wrote 
to his wife, "I am going into Mobile in 
the morning, if God is my leader." 
At 


half past 5 next morning while the ad- 
miral was quietly breakfasting, he said 
to his licet captain, "Well, Draytou, wo 
might as well get under way,"^and au 
hour later the line of battle moved slowly 
into the bay. 
Lashed together tiVo by 


two, the vessels sailed in pairs, a smaller 
with n larger ship, the Brooklyn leading 
the column and followed by Farrnput's 
llagshlp, tbe Hartford. Ahead, in siiiRlo 
file, went the four monitors, led by the 
Tccumseb. 


Farragut had ordered himself lashed to 


the riKginn: close under the maintop, from 
where he could clearly see the progress of 
the battle. The Tecumseh tired the first 
two shots and was the first to attempt 
the dangerous crossing of the line of tor- 
pedoes. The monitor had singled out the 
Tennessee and was bearing down upon 
her. She was within a hundred yards of 
the Confederate ram, when a sudden ex- 
plosion was heiml, and the Tocumseb, 
having struck n. torpedo, phinjred head- 
foremost, with her colors still flying, to 
the bottom of the channel. 


Thn critical moment of the fight had

FAVOBABLE FOB. OB01?S. 


Weather Conditions Over the Greater 


Portion of the Country. 


The following ib the weather bureau';, 


weekly sum maty of crop condition?: 


Over tbe greater portion of tho coun- 


try the weatber conditions of the vtcL 
ending Sept 3, 1900, have been highly 
favorable for maturing crops, although 
dioughty conditions jontinne in por 
lions of the gull states, Illinois and 
Missouri, in Colorado and the and 
regions of tho southwest. Bain is elao 
needed in New England and the middle 
Atlantic states. In California continued 
cloudy weather was unfavorable for 
fruit drying. Damaging hosts occurred 
iu the northern plateau region and light 
fiost in New Mexico. 


Corn is ripening rapidly and cutting 


is becoming general in all except tbe 
more northerly sections. In the prin- 
cipal corn states much of the early crop 
is nor tbeyond possible injury from 
frost. Late corn shows no improvement 
in central Kansas, Is a failure in portions 
ot Missouri and Arkansas, and is in- 
jured by drought in some localities in 
Ken tucky. Elsewhere the reports in- 
dicate an excellent crop of generally 
good quality. 


lhrushing of spring wheat has pro- 


gressed rapidly under favorable condi- 
tions. In North Dakota high winds, 
with absence of rain, dried the grain 
sufficiently for thrashing, although the 
bulk of it is considerably damaged by 
having sprouted and become musty 
and moldy both in shook and stack, 
The rain damaged stacks in South Da 
kota were considerably improved by 
dry, warm winds. 


No general improvement in the con- 


dition of cotton is reported. 
Prema- 


ture Opening has been checked in the 
Carolinos, shedding has ceased in South 
Carolina and the late crop in that J state 
is again blooming and (fruiting. Com- 
plaints of rust, shedding, premature 
opening land injury from boil worms 
still continue from the central portion 
of tho cotton belt. In Texas cotton is 
from two to four weeks late, except in 
scattered localities of the northeast por- 
tion. 


Reports indicate that in many locali- 


ties of northern Texas there will be 
ahonfan average crop, but elsewhere 
it will be below, especially in the south 
ern portion, while in a few places cotton 
is almost a failure, while hot winds, 
Mexican weevil and boil jworms dam- 
aged the crop in many localities. Cot- 
ton picking is general in all sections, 
except in Missouri and Tennessee. 


Tobacco cutting and housing is in 


fall progress, being fairly completed in 
Ohio and Indiana. Tue crop suffered 
some injury from hot weather in the 
first named state, and the late, though 
improving, was damaged by worms in 
Maryland and is scalded and poor in 
North Carolina. Elsewhere reports are 
favorable. 


While the reports 'concerning apples 


indicate a good crop in New England, 
New York, Minnesota, California and 
portions of Pennsylvania, Illinois and 
Kansas, the prospects are not so favora- 
ble in other, important apple growing 
states, where the fruit is still drooping 
considerably, is ^inferior in .quality in 
some sections, and in others will fall 
short of an average crop. 


Fall plowing is progressing satisfac- 


torily in all sections except in a few lo- 
calities where ram is needed to place 
the soil in condition. Some seeding has 
been done in Kansas, Nebraska, M is- 
souri and Michigan.

The question of finance is first present-

which the letter says: 
<,."T,he stability of our national currency 
is thcielore secure so Jong aa those who 
ndiiere to this platforai al'e ke'pt in eon- 
In.il of the government. In the, lirst bat- 
tlti, that of 1800, the friends of the gold 
litaudard and of sound currency were tri- 
umphant, and the."country is enjoying the 
fruits of that victory. Our antagonists 
however, are not satisfied. They, compel 
us to a second battle upon the same lines 
vu which the first wns fought and •won. 
While regretting the reopening of this 
question, which can only disturb the 
present satisfactory financial condition 
of the government and visit uncertainty 
upon our great business enterprises, we 
accept the issue und iigain invite the 
Round money forces to join in winning 
another sinil we hope a permanent tri- 
umph for an :honest financial system 
which will continue inviolable the public 
faith." 


The Tariff Policy Ilcnfllrhieil.

"A subject of immediate importance tn 


our country is the completion of n grent 
waterway of commerce between the At- 
lantic aud Pacific. The construction of n 
maritime canal is now more than ever in- 
dispensable to that intimate and ready 
communication between our eastern unrl 
western seaports demanded by the an- 
nexation of the Hawaiian Isl.mds and 
the expansion of our influence ami trade 
in the Pacific. 


"Our national policy more imperatively 


than ever calls for its completion and 
control by tins goreinment, and it is bc- 
lie\ed that the nest session of congress, 
after receiving the full report of the 
commission appointed under the net ap- 
proved March ;i, 1890, will make piovi- 
sions for the sure accomplishment ol this 
great work. 


"Combinations of capital which control 


the market in commodities necessary to 
the general use of the people by sup- 
pressing natural and ordinary competi- 
tion, thus enhancing prices to the general 
consumer, are obnoxious to the common 
law and the public welfare. 
They are 


dangerous conspiracies ngninst the public 
good and should be made the subject of 
prohibitory or penal legislation. Public- 
ity will be a helpful influence to check 
this evil. TJnifoimity of legislation in the 
several states should be secured. 
Dis- 


crimination between what is injurious 
and what is useful aud necessary in busi- 
ness operations is essential to the wi-v 
aud effective treatment of this subject." 


Cup Occupation of Cnltn. 


Concerning our relations with Cuba the 


letter says: 
* 


"We have been in possession of Cuba 


since the 1st of January, 1809. 
"\Ve have 


restored order and established domestic 
tranquillity. \Ve have fed the starving, 
clothed the naked and ministered To the 
sick. 
We have improved the sanitary 


condition of the island. We have stimu- 
lated industry, introduced public educa- 
tion and taken a full and comprehensive 
enumeration of the inhabitants. 
The 


qualification of electors has been settled, 
and under it officers have been chosen for 
all the municipalities of Cuba. 
These 


local governments are now in operation, 
administered by tlie people. 
Our mili- 


tary establishment has been reduced from 
43,000 to less than <>,000. 
An election 


has been ordered to be held on the 15th 
of September under a fair election law 
already tried in the municipal elections 
to • choose members of a constitutional 
convention, and the convention in the 
same order is to assemble on the first 
Monday of November to frame a consti- 
tution upon which an independent, gov- 
ernment for the island will rest. All this, 
is a long stepi in the fulfillment of our sa- 
cred guarantees to the people of Cuba. 


The Government of Porto I* too. 
"We hold Porto Rico by the same title 


as the Philippines. The treaty of peace 
which ceded us the one conveyed to us 
the other. Congress has given to this is- 
land a government in which the inhabit- 


' ants participate, elect their own legisla- 
, ture, enact their own laws, provide their 


own system of taxation and in these re- 
spects have the same power and privi- 
leges enjoyed by other territories be- 
longing io the United States and a much 
larger measure of self government than 
wa* given to the inhabitants of Louisi- 
ana under Jefferson. A district count of 
the United States for Porto Rico has 
been established, and local courts have 
been inaugurated, nil of which are in op- 
eration. The generous treatment of. the 
Porto Ilicans nvcords with the most lib- 
eral "thought of our own country nnd en- 
courages the best aspirations of the peo- 
ple of the iklanrt. 
While they do not

•ollicers aiid commissioners hi the islands 
are presented, showing v, lint has be"n 
and is being done to b.ring the benefits of 
liberty aud good government to these 
wards of the nation. 


Continuing, Mr. McKinley says: 
"The American people are asked by 


our opponents to yield the sovereignty of 
the United -States in the Philippines, to a 
small fraction of 'the population, a single 
tribe oht oJ 80 or more 'inhabiting tin- 
archipelago, a fraction which wantonly 
nttd'ckcd thi> American troops in Manila 
while in rightful possession under the 
protocol with Spain, irwaithig the ratifi- 
cation of the treaty of peace by the sen- 
ate and which ll'ns since befii in net ire, 
open rebellion against" the United States. 
\Ve are asked to transfer our sovereignty 
to u small minority in the islands without 
consulting the majority and to abandon 
the largest portion of the population. 
which lias been loyal to us, .to the cruel- 
ties of the guerrilla iusuigent bands. 
•More than this,- we are tisked to protect 
this minority in establishing a govern- 
ment and to this cud repress nil opposi- 
tion of the majority. VS'e are required to 
*et up nestable government in the interest 
->f thos'e~who have assailed our sovereign- 
ty and lired upon our soidkrs and then 
maintain it ut any cost oFsacriiicc against 
its enoniie.s within and against those 
having ambitious designs from without.. 


"A'o government 'can wo certainly pre- 


serve tlie peace, restore public order, es- 
tablish law, justice and stable conditions 
as oins. Neither congress nor the execu- 
tive cnn establish a stable government in 
these islands except under our right of 
sovereignty, our authoiiiy sind our flag. 
And this we are doing. 


Self G-ov«-rii!ii<>ii< Promised. 


"We could not do it us a protectorate 


power so completely or so successfully 
as we are doin-_' it now. As the sover- 
eign power Me can initiate action and 
shape mentis to ends an.) guide the Fili- 
pinos to self development and self gov- 
ernment. 
As a protectorate power we 


could not initiate action, but would lie 
compelled to follow and uphold a p< <>plc 
with n;> capacity yet to be alone. l:i the 
one ca--e we can protect both oursehe.^ 
and the Filipinos from beini: involved 
in dauirerous complications, in tin- other 
we could not protect even the Filipinos 
until after their trouble had come. 
He- 


side", if wo cannot establish any govern- 
ment of our own without the consent of 
the ginernnl. as our opponents contend. 
then we could not establish a stable irov- 
eniment for them or make ours a protecto- 
rate without the like consent, and neither 
the majority of the people nor a minority 
of the people have invited us to nssnmi- 
it. We could not maintain a protect orate 
even with the consent of the governed 
without giving provocation for c'lnllicts 
ar.d posMblv costly wnrs. Our rights in 
the Philippines aie now free from outside 
intcrfcience and will conlinne so in our 
present relation. They would not be thus 
free in any other relation. 
We will not 


give up our own to guarantee another 
sovereignty. 


"Our title is good. Our pence commis- 


sioners believed they were receiving a 
go«d title when they concluded the treaty. 
The executive believed it was a good t i t l e 
when he submitted it to the senate of the 
Fuitcd States for its ratification. 
The 


senate believed it was a good title when 
tbev save it their constitutional assent, 
and the congress st-euis not to have doubt- 
ed its c ompleteneis when they appiopn- 
ated $20,000.0(10 provided by the trc,ily. 
If any who favored its latification be- 
lieved it gave us a bad title, they wei\ 
k 


not sincere. Our title is piaedcally iden- 
tical with that under which we hold our 
tenilory ncquired^siuce the beginning of 
the government nud under which we have 
exercised full sovereignly and establish- 
ed government for the inhabitants. 


IKnst Accept Ohlierntions. 


"There were those who two years ago 


weie rushing us on to war with Spain 
who are unwilling now to accept its clear 
consequence, ns there .ire thoso among 
us who advocated the ratification of the 
treaty of peace, but now protest againsr 
its obligations. Nations which go TO war 
must be prepared to accept its resultaul 
obligations and when they make treaties 
must keep them. 


"Those who profess to distrust the lib- 


eral and honorable purposes of the ad- 
ministration in its treatment of thiT Phil- 
ippines are not justified. Imperialism bns 
no place in its creed or conduct. Free- 
dom is a rock upon which the Republican 
party was built and now rests. Libert/ 
is the great Republican doctrine for 
which the people went" to war and for 
which a million lives were offered and 
billions of dollars expended to make it n 
lawful legacy to nil without^ he consent 
of master or slave. There is n strain of 
ill concealed hypocrisy in the anxiety to 
extend the constitutional guarantees to 
the people of the Philippines while their 
nullification is openly advocated at horn.-. 
Our opponents may distrust themselves, 
but they have no right to discredit thi» 
good faith and-patriotism of the majority 
of the people who are opposing them. 
They may fear the worst form of im- 
perialism with the helpless Filipinos in 
their hands, but if they do it is because 
they have parted with the spirit and 
faith of tnc fathers and have lost the 
virility of the founders of the party 
which they profess to represent. 


'"The Republican party does not have 


to assert its devotion to the Declaration 
of Independence. That immortal instru- 
ment of the 'fathers remained unexecut- 
ed until the people under the lead of the 
Republican party in the awful clash of 
battle turned its promises into 
fulfill- 


ment. It wrote into the constitution the 
amendments guaranteeing political equal- 
ity to American citizenship, and it ha» 
never broken them or counseled others in 
breaking them. It will not be guided in 
its conduct by one set. of principles at 
home and another set in the new territory 
belonging to the United States." 


In conclusion Mr. McKinley says: 
"The obliteration of old differences, the 


common devotion to the flag and the com- 
mon sacrifices for its honor so conspicu- 
ously shown by the men of the north and 
south in the 
Spanish war have so 


strengthened the ties of friendship and 
mutual respect that nothing can ever 
again divide us. 
The nation faci s the 


new centuiy gratefully and hopefully, 
with increasing love of countiy, with firm 
fnith in its free institutions and with high 
resolve that they 'shall not perish from 
the earth.' "
